THIRD: That the purposes for which this corporation is formed are as follows: 

(a) To publish an official organ and pamphlets, to organize discussions 
for platform and radio, and to provide speakers with a view to edu- 
cating its public as to the content and meaning of the Bill of Rights 
and such supplementary legislation and court decisions as amplify and 
enforce the civil liberties therein set forth* 

(b) To provide legal counsel for such cases as the Executive Committee may 
deem strategic which involve the defense and widening effect of the pro* 
visiona of the Constitution of the United States as they effect the 



civil liberties of any citisen* 



(c) To receive property by grants purchase, gift, devise, bequest and to 
otherwise acquire and hold all property, real or personal, including 
shares of stock, bonds, and securities of other corporations. 

(d) To act as trustee under any trust incidental to the principal objects 
of this corporation and to receive, hold administer and to expend funds and pro^ 

perty subject to such trust* 

(e) To do all other acts necessary or expedient in the adniinistration of the 
affairs and attainment of the purposes of this corporation, and to do any 
and all other things that a non-profit corporation which does not contem- 
plate pecuniary gain or profit to the members thereof, is, and hereafter 
may be, permitted by the laws of the State of California to do. 

The foregoing statement shall be constructed as a statement of both purposes 
and powers, and the purposes and powers stated in each clause shall, except where 
otherwise expressed, be in no wise limited or restricted by reference to or infer* 
ence from the terms or provisions of any other clauses, 

FOURTH: That the Ck>unty in the State where the principal office for the trans* 
action of business of this corporation shall be located, is Los Angeles 
County « 

FIFTH: That this corporation shall exist perpetually, 

SIXTH: That this corporation shall not have authority to issue shares of stock.

TENTH: That authority Is hereby granted to the Board of Directors of this cor- 
poratlon to adopt by-laws for this corporation, and from time to time to 
alter, amend, or repeal such by-laws. Including the by-law fixing the 
authorized number of directors of this corporation.

BY-LAWS 



(As revised October 24, 1957) 



ARTICLE I - NAME : 

The name of this corporation shall be, . as set forth in its Articles of Incorporation, 
/uncrican Civil Liberties Union of Southern California, 



ARTICLE II - OBJECTS : 



The objects of this corporation shall be to foster and to protect the civil liberties 
of the American people through education and legal action as set forth in Section 3 
of the Articles of Incorporation. 



ARTICLE III - MEMBERSHIP : 

Section 1. Classes of Membership : Membership of the corporation shall consist of two 
classes, voting and non-voting. Voting members are such persons who are at any given 
tirac members of the Board of Directors. Any member of the Board of Directo'rs who 
ceases to be a member thereof shall thereupon cease to be a voting member of the corp- 
oration, Non-vofing members of the corporation are all other members of record. 

Membership of the corporation, whether voting or non-voting, shall include annual 
contributors of two dollars or more. 

Each member, voting or non- voting, shall receive the OPEN FORUM. 

Section 2. Members entitled to vote : At all meetings of the corporation, only voting 
aenbers as defined in Section 1 shall be entitled to cast one> and only one, vote, 
and in person. 



/JITICLE IV - MEETINGS OF MEMBERS : 

Section 1. Annual Meetings : Annual meetings of voting members of the corporation shall 
l)c held at such place and at such time in December in each year, as shall be set forth 
.:ln the notice of meeting. 

Section 2. Special Meetings : Special meetings of voting members other than those 
regulated by statute may be called at any time by action of the Board of Directors or by 
any fifteen members of the Board of Directors by written request, filed with' the 
President or the Secretary. 

Section 3. Notice of Annual Meeting : Notice of the time and place of every annual 
mooting shall be served by mail, upon each voting member not less- than ten nor more than 
forty days before each meeting. If mailed, such notice shall be directed to each 
voting member at his address as it appears on the books or records of the corporation. 

Section '4. Notice of Special Meetings : Notice of the time, place and objects of every 
special meeting shall be served by mail upon each voting member not less than three days 
before such meeting. If mailed, such notice shall be directed to each voting member at 
his address as it appears on the books or records of the corporation. No business other 
than stated in such notice, shall be conducted at such meeting without ratification of the 
action taken by written consent of a majority of the total voting members. 

■Section 5. Quorum : At all meetings of voting members of the corporation there shall be ' 
present in person at least one-third of the number of voting members in order to consti- 
tute a quorum, or if one-third of the number of voting members shall be nine or more, 
then not less than nine of such members. 

Section 6. Waiver of Notice : Notice of the time and place of meeting of directors and 
voting members of the corporation may be waived in writing, and in so far as may be ^ 
permitted by law, such waivers shall constitute valid waivers in all particulars whether , 
executed prior to or subsequent to the date of such meetings.

Section 9. Quorum : At all meetings of the Board of Directors there shall be present 
at least one-third of the number of directors in office in order to constitute a quorum. 
Except as provided in Article Eleven, all questions shall be determined by a majority 
of the directors present. If a quorum is not present, a less number may adjourn the 
mijctin^ to some future time, not more than ten days later or postpone all action until 
the next regular meeting.

Section 1, General Provisions : The officers of the corporation shall be a President, 
a Vice-President 3 a Treasurer and a Secretary to be elected annually from among the 
Board of Directors and shall hold office until their successors are chosen and qualified.

Tha Board of Directors shall elect a Counsel, an Executive Director, and such assistants 
as they may deem necessary. The Board may also authorize the employment of such other

S.^ction 2. President : The President shall preside at all meetings of the Corporation and 

the Board of Directors, and shall have general charge of the business and affairs of 
tUo c.rrporation and perform the duties incident to such office.

■bl Ligations of the corporation which have been approved by the Board of Directors, provided,

Se ction 2. Nominating Committee and Nominations : A Nominating Committee of five persons 
'Utill be selected by the Board of Directors not later than November: 1 of . each year. At 
ioast three members of this Committee shall be members of the Board of Directors',- 

The Nominating Committee thus appointed shall, at the meeting -of. the" Council , ^present a 
r.latv' of candidates for election to the Board of Directors. • Additional nominations of 
c ruliJates for the Board of Directors may be made by any Council member present at the 

M.,otint- . .^ ■ 

Section 3. Removal : A member of the Board of Directors may, after hearing, be' removed, 
by a vote of two-thirds of those members of the Board of Directors present at any regular 
jx special meeting, provided ' that^ written notice of the meeting and the question of 
removal shall have been given to each member of 'the Board not- less., than three or more than 
twenty days previous. 

Section 4. Vacancies : Vacancies existing in the Board of Directors from any cause other 
than thc^ expiration of a term may be filled by the Board at any regular meeting. In 
rid-iiticvn to such vacancies as may result from 'death, resignation or removal of members of 
cli^ Board, vacancy on the Board shall exist whenever any member shall have without- 
reasonable cause or explanation therefor been absent for three or more consecutive regular 
meetings, provided, however, that the last, of such absences shall have occurred after 
the raember has been given written notice of such meeting, including therein, notice that 
his membership on the Board will be terminated hereunder after one further such absence. 

Se ction 5. Rules and Re^^ulations : Tlie Board of Directors may adopt such, rules and 
r.-i^ulations for the* conduct of their business and the management of the affairs of the 
c ^rporation as they may deem proper, not inconsistent with the laws of the State of 
vir.lifornia or with these By-Laws.

"the meeting^ then the meeting was scheduled at the Unitarian 
Church, then because of the Judge *s favorable ruling yesterday, 
back to the Embassy.

My dear sir^ 



I am a student at Long Beach State College. 
I am in my junior year and am majoring in Political Science. 
I plan to specialize in International Relations and hope someday to be of 
service to my country as a Foreign Service officer. Events 
on campus in the past several months, however, have prompted 
my writing to you. b6 



I came to Long Beach State College in the 
spring semester of 1960. There I joined a ca mpus chapter 
of the American Civil Liberties Union and was | _ I 

of the campus group. In the fall of 1960 a group of students on 
campus began publishing a magazine called WILD. I wrote four 
articles for WILD. The magazine, humorous and critical, came 
under much community criticism. Rumors circulated on and off 
campus that three card-carrying communists were behind the 
magazine and all the contributors were subversive. 

My judgement in the matter is that none of the 
students is subversive, but rather, students, eager, honest, 
patriotic, concerned, and American. 

It has been suggested that my membership in 
the ACLU plus my having contributed articles to WILD will 
prevent my getting a security c learance for the Foreign Service. 
I talked with ! 1 the Southern Calif ornia[

for the House Committee on Un-American Activities. He recommended 
that I stop writing for WILD and drop my ACLU membership. In 
addition, he suggested that I send him a letter stating that I left 
the ACLUj because of questionable activities in which the organization 
is involved. 



I am aware that our nation is confronted internally 
with two grave dangers, communist subversion and unreasoned 
jiusDicion of one's fellow Americans. I detest the former and 



despair at the latter. 



I became a father on January 3, of this year. 
This plus a heavy schedule at school precludes my taking further 
part in any activities other than studying and familial duties* ^. 
Thus I no longer write for WILD and have not renewed iriy ^ 
membership in the ACLU. I cannot in good conscience say, 
however, that the ACLU has been involved in any questionable 
activities. Nor can I in good conscience say that WILD is a 
subversive magazine. I cannot, therefore take part in what 
appears to be unreasoned suspicion of activities which in more 
tranquil times would be considered healthy student activity. 

I am aware of and intensely dedicated to our 
Anglo-American traditions. I was born in this country. I have 
been attending American schools for 15 years. My government 
is loaning me money so that I may finish college* My greatest 
ambition is to serve my country as a Foreign Service officer. 
I do not believe that anyone can, in good faith, say that my 
education and background in addition to the benefits which I have 
derived from my coimtry have left me so insensitive to America 
as to ever think or do or say anj^ing intended to harm or weaken 
her in any way. And yet some people contend that I will be 
considered a security risk when I apply for the Foreign Service^ 

I realize that no answers can be given me at 
this early time regarding my qualifications for the Foreign Service. 
I feel that this whole incident has been blown out of proportion. 
I would, however, appreciate your keeping this letter on file as 
my view on the matter I have discussed herein. Also, I would 
be honored if at any time in the future you might find the time 
to reply, either to offer su^estions or to acknowledge receipt 
of this letter. I thank you very much for taking the time to read 
this letter. .

Recently I came inta possession of a reprint of a ^ 
newsletter of the American Civil Liberties Union, ^n Diego, 

California, chapter, dated April 3, 1961, which seeks to curtail the 
showing of the film "Operation Abolition" to military personnel, and : 
the use of military facilities in its showings. 

Since when is this a project to interest the American 
•Civil Liberties Union., I can see no civil liberty which is being abridged., 
by this film being shown to anyone— milital-y or civiliai<.i I know you are ' 
aware of the great good this film has done in arousing, the American . 
public to the menace of international Communism;^ 

I urge you to do all in your power to see that this film 
has even wider showings tn the future.

^On Saturday, July 8, I96I, a meeting of the 
District Committee, Southern California District Communist 
Party, was held at the City Terrace Cultural Center, 3875 
City Terrace Drive, Los Angeles, California, at 10:00 a.m. 

"The rteeting was chaired by DOROTHY HEALEY, who 
proposed a three-point agenda: (1) report from the National 
Executive Committee (NEC) on the Supreme Court decision and 
proposals for a defense; (2) brief remarks by DOROTHY 
HEALEY on her recent trip to the Soviet Union; (3) announcements. 

^DOROTHY HEALEY reported for the NEC, stating, 
first, that the stay of execution granted by Justice FRANKFURTER 
does not change the nature of the decision. She then inter- 
jected that one important aspect of the stay was the inclusion 
of the registration card anticipated to be used by the 
Government, which is dangerous because it authorises any 
individual to register for the Communist Party (CP) who is 
designated by the CP, and this raises basic constitutional 
questions. She did not elaborate. She stated the CP 
approach will be an all-sided fight and there will be no 
registration. 

'^She stressed that the National Committee urges 
that we not come to any quick judgments and pointed to the 
errors of the 1950 period. The NEC stressed that the legal 
fight can be won, citing as reasons for this position, first, 
the basic democratic history of the United States; second, 
the excesses and contradictions of the law itself emphasize 
the unenforceability of the law. The NEC urges the following 
position relative to comrades who propose dissolution of the 
CP: It pointed out these proposals can come from two points 
of views (1) comrades >who believe dissolution is necessary 
in^ order to fight and (2) those who believe we should not 
fight and should, therefore, dissolve. The NEC believes 
both these positions should be challenged as irresponsible 
and pointed out that the Party has no intention of dissolving 
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''Itself. However^ the important aspect which must be explained 
to comrades raising this questipn is that such an action would 
change the very nature of the struggle which must be put up. 
Every legal fight must be considered and conducted. For 
example^ even if an individual of the Party would vote to 
diss:olve the Par ty^ that would ©pen the voter to prosecution 
as an active Party member. 

^'Howeverj the question of legal dissolution is not 
a principal question. We do have to consider the form and 
manner of our functioning. It was stressed that the CP will 
fight inch by inch in every test case and the major question 
before us right now is how to fight the most effectively 
around the constitutional questions involved. Secondly^ 
we must estimate the general situation^ our mass ties^ Party 
morale^ and so forth^ in arriving at strategy and tactic. 
The NEC estimates the Party today as having shown some growth 
and maturity but still facing some major problems. The NEC 
pointed out that comrades on all levels must be concerned with 
individual members' welfare and security. 

. "In proposing a campaign to guarantee the fight 
against the decision^ the first proposal was around education 
of the public about the meaning of the decision. It was b6 



announced that a meeting called by | | and held on b7C 

July i , 1961, constituted itself as the center of the fight- 
back triovement for this area and will hold another meeting on 
the 18th of July^ I96I, and thereafter will have continuing 
meetings for the purpose of coordinating activities in the 
local area. Second > a Citizens Committee for Constitutional 
Liberties has been set up in New York as an educational and 
mobilizing center against the decision. This body will call 
in September, 196l> a democratic assembly to consider Judicial 
and legislative actions in the fight against the Supreme, Court 
decision. There will be national caravans from all 
states going to the democratic assembly, called Constitution 
Riders. The plan is to have these riders stop in various 
cities along the way and make speeches about the Supreme 
Court decision. It was announced that the BLACK dissenting 
opinion is now available, and on July 15, 196l, the new 
APTHEKER pamphlet, ^Fateful Moment,? will be- available for 
sale at one dollar. 
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^It was emphaslEecl that we must make major use of 
the next three months In speaking to community organisations^ 
and it was urged that these campaigns be linked to the campaigns 
around peace and Negro rights. 

"The committee voted the District Board authority 
to take whatever additional action is essential for the defense 
of the Party. This completed the discussion.
